MUCH SUFFERING IN PARIS 


Flood Is Subsiding, But Distress In 
Suburbs Is Unrelieved. 
Paris. Feb. 3.— Rain and snow have 
fallen for several hours, reawakening 
the flood fears of the Parisians. There 
is as yet. however, no real ground for 
alarm. The floods continue to subside. 
Communication Is being restored on 
all sides within 
the 
city, although 
much still rem ains to he done. Section 
after section of the underground rail­ 
way is reopening but it will perhaps 
be six weeks before the whole line can 
be used. The other railways, except 
the Northern, are si ill much disor­ 
ganized. The retreatin g waters have 
exposed to view yawning gaps in the 
pavements, w h ile stranded boats and 
bits of wreckage here and there indl-j 
cate how far the river w andered from , 
its normal course. 
Except for the distribution of food 
the distress in the suburbs Is still un­ 
relieved. Tho w ater there is still deep 
in the houses and factories. 
Work 
cannot be obtained. Access from Paris 
is also very difficult. 
The prefect of pollee has forbidden 
the throwing of confetti during the 
carnival celebrations next week, lest 
It block the sewers. Some of the new s­ 
papers are urging that the carnival 
celebrations be abandoned and that 
the money ordinarily spent on them 
bt- devoted to the sufferers. 
Ttie greatest energy is being shown 
by the health departm ent, with the 
view of forestalling an epidemic. Many 
tons of disinfectants Iihvc been dis 
trlbuted already, and the work contin­ 
ues ceaselessly.

Wildest Excitement Followed Disaster 


and Agony of Relatives Urged Res­ 


cuers to 
Desperation— Ten 
Taken 


Out Alive. 


Drakesboro, Ky., Feb. 3.—Thirty five 
are known to be dead as th e result 
of a mine explosion here. Twenty-nine 
bodies have been recovered and six 
others are known to have lost their 
lives. 
Ii is known th a t nearly a score- of 
miners were m angled by the force of 
the concussion, m any of whom are so 
badly 
injured 
that they cannot re­ 
cover. 
Rescuers are working desperately to 
save1 Hie entom bed men who are still 
imprisoned. T here are from thirty to 
sixty men supposed to be still en­ 
tombed In the shalt 
Ten men have 
been taken out alive, five of whom are 
badly injured and the rem ainder are 
practically unhurt. 
The 
disaster 
was 
followed by a 
scene of the w ildest excitement, which 
could only be callet! panic. W hen it 
becam e known that many men were 
still in the mine, whose lives, if they 
had survived Hie explosion, were In 
m om entary 
jeopardy, 
the 
agonized 
urging by the hundreds of women and 
children who had gathered about the 
mouth of the mine, ttiai the work of 
rescue should 
instantly begin, only 
added to the desperation of the volun­ 
teers For six hours they had to wait 
befur** th** gases that had accum ulated 
In th** entrance had been dissipated 
sufficiently to permit them to descend 
to tin IT't foot depth where th** explo­ 
sion lta I occ urred. 
The dam age to the mine was con­ 
tin* d to the cast entry At the tim e of 
tin 
explosion m ore than half of the 
loft nu ii in tile mine were near th** 
west entry, and so escaped destin e 
tlon. They were* hauled to the surface 
In the 
ages in rapid relays 
Later 
number* of men iii the 
*-ast entry 
fought their way through the debris 
and poisonous gases to the shaft and 
were elevated to th**

The greatest loss of life occurred 
In we)* Kmgs a few hundred feet from 
the foot of the main shaft No fir** fol­ 
lowed the explosion, nor were the fans
